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THE WAR AND THE DEVELOPMENT OF MICRO- 
PHOTOGRAPHY AS APPLIED TO ENGLISH RECORDS

Up till the outbreak of war, micro-photography was very little 
used in England in connexion with Records. In a country of 
great distances, like the United States, the process provided an 
obvious solution to the problem of making material accessible to 
students without the means or the time for extensive travelling. 
But in a small, and comparatively centralised, country such as 
England, few students are debarred by mere distance from direct 
access to original material necessary for their work. So far asa 
demand for microfilm of English Records existed, it was mainly 
exerted by American students who naturally saw no reason why 
a technique which had proved so useful in America should not be 
extended to European archives. 

The War, however, gave microfilming a new importance. Ata 
time when Records of every description stood in danger of 
destruction by enemy action, it provided a means gf duplication 
which was at once speedy, accurate, and comparatively cheap. 
Large commercial concerns were quick to see the possibilities of 
the technique; while photographic firms whose normal business 
had been restricted by war conditions were not backward in 
exploiting a new demand. It is obviously impossible to estimate 
either the amount of Business Records which have been micro- 
filmed in this way, or the extent to which these microfilm copies 
may already have become, through the actual destruction of the 
originals, the only form in which certain material will be avail- 
able to future students, 

Records of this kind come within the scope of our subject 
mainly in so far as they represent the Archives of the future. 
It need hardly be said that those responsible for the various

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accumulations of Record material—whether central or local, pub- 
lie or private—which have already achieved archive status were 
equally alive to the possibilities of microfilming as a safeguard 
supplementary to such measures as they had adopted for the 
actual physical defence of the archives in their charge. 

In the ease of the Public Reeord Office itself—where the 
defence of some 3,000 tons of Records, of a wide variety of 
shapes and sizes, provided a unique problem—the initiative came 
from the United States. For some time past there had been 
proposals afoot for the establishment on American soil of a 
Microfilm Library of important European MS. material. The 
events of 1940, which exposed to possible destruction the great 
body of such material in England, not only imparted a note of 
urgency to these proposals, but provided them with a second and 
more effective motive; for now they appealed not only to the 
interests of a particular section of the American public, but to 
the generosity of American opinion as a whole. Such was the 
genesis of the large-scale programme of microfilming in which 
the American Council of Learned Societies, the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and the Library of Congress are collaborating.* 

Archives naturally form only one section of the total pro- 
cramme envisaged under this Scheme. Even so, over 100 Record 
Classes were represented in the original orders for Publie Record 
Office material; and the number of individual ‘pieces’ | volumes, 
bundles or rolls] required from each of these Classes—which 
ranged in date and character from such typical medieval series 
as the Patent and Close Rolls to comparatively modern Colonial 
and Foreign Office Records—might run into hundreds. Filming 
began in April 1941, and has gone on since then, subject to the 
delays and [sometimes considerable] interruptions arising from 
war conditions. The most considerable Classes photographed so 
far have been Colonial Office, American and West Indies 
[C. O. 5], the main source for the Colonial period of American 
History ; War Office, Amherst Papers |W. O. 34], the papers of 
Sir Jeffrey Amherst, Commander in Chief of the British forces 
in America, 1758-64, and later Governor of Virginia; Treasury, 
American Loyalist Claims, a Class much consulted for genealogi- 
eal purposes; and Admiralty, Greenwich Hospital, Minutes.t 


*Of these institutions, the first is responsible for the actual programme, the second 
provides its financial basis, while the third houses the microfilm and will make it 
accessible to students. University Microfilms of Ann Arbor, Michigan, act as technical 
agents for the Scheme. 

+ Should the choice of the Classes first to be filmed seem rather one-sided, it must be 
remembered that a large proportion of the Public Records had been evacuated from 


London before any question of microfilming them had arisen; and that it would have 
been quite inconsistent with a Scheme intended to safeguard Records actually in danger, 
if Classes already evacuated to comparative safety [e. g., the great medieval series] had 
been brought back to London for microfilming. It has been found possible to instal a 


small camera originally used in London at one of the evacuation Repositories, where it 
has been steadily at work. But experiments with medieval classes there suggested that 
it could be more usefully employed on less technically exacting material 
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The total number of ‘pieces’ [whole volumes or bundles] filmed 
before the end of 1944 numbered nearly 900. 

Apart from the work on Public Records, the Library of Con- 
gress Scheme has recently been able, with the co-operation of the 
Royal Commission on Historical Manuscripts, to arrange for the 
microfilming of a number of collections of Family Papers. The 
collections on which work has already been done are those of the 
Marquess of Downshire [7rumbull MSS., Busbecque’s Letters, 
Weckerlein’s Letters, etc.| ; of the Marquess of Bath | Dudley and 
Devereux MSS. at Longleat] ; of the Earl of Leicester [the Col- 
lection of Manorial Records at Holkham] ; of Lord De L’Isle and 
Dudley ; and of the Revd. H. Saumarez Smith [Vernon Smith 
MSS.]. 

The Library of Congress Scheme is not, however, the only big- 
scale wartime microfilming enterprise to which American gen- 
erosity has contributed. We turn to two schemes which have this 
in common, that they were made possible through the support of 
the Pilgrim Trust. 

Among the groups of Records not covered by the Library of 
Congress Scheme perhaps the most important were the Records 
of the Ancient Courts of Probate, now in the eustody of the 
President of the Probate, Divorce and Admiralty Division of the 
High Court of Justice. Ancient Wills have always been recog- 
nised as a primary source for genealogical purposes; and they 
are now being worked more and more extensively as a quarry for 
the Social Historian. On the initiative of the British Records 
Association a scheme was prepared for the microfilming, first of 
the pre-1700 Registers of the Prerogative Courts of Canterbury 
and York, and, when that was finished, of the pre-1600 Registers 
of Consistory and Archdeaconry Courts from some of the Dis- 
trict Registries. In all some 313 rolls of film have been made, 
comprising nearly 900 Registers.* 

The second large microfilming enterprise assisted by the Pil- 
grim Trust was the microfilming of the ancient parish registers, 
sponsored by the Provisional Committee for Microfilming Parish 
Registers, under the patronage of the Archbishops of Canterbury 
and York and the chairmanship firstly of the late Lord Stamp, 
G.C.B., G.B.E., and later of Viscount Mersey, C.M.G., C.B.E., 
F’.S.A., the Hon. Secretary being Mrs. Blomfield, F. R. Hist. 8. 

This Committee continued the work already envisaged before 
the war for the preservation of parish registers, the National 
Index of Parish Register Copies, published in 1939, being the 
first step. Experiments with micro-photography had already 
been made so that in September 1939 the Committee was able to 
begin work, and this was perhaps the earliest undertaking in the

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use of microfilm to preserve vital national records. A centre was 
established in London, to which registers were brought until 
bombing began, when the work was decentralised and done in 
rarious parts of the country. The county libraries and diocesan 
record offices co-operated most willingly and efficiently, with the 
result that the registers of over fifteen hundred parishes were 
microfilmed, amounting to not far short of a million pages. The 
films were distributed in safe areas throughout the country. 

It is hoped to complete the microfilming of all parish registers 
not copied or published, and from the films to make transcripts 
which would be compared with the originals. Each church would 
then receive a typescript copy, indexed, to save consulting the 
original registers—except when the entry is found—and thus 
avoid handling these often fragile records. 

The three schemes described above are all on a comparatively 
large scale. Considerations of space make it impossible to do 
more than allude to a few of the instances in which those respon- 
sible for local or institutional collections have embarked on 
microfilming programmes of their own. 

At Lincoln, the Bishop’s Registers from 1300 to 1705, in the 
Diocesan Record Office, have been micro-photographed, together 
with some of the archives of the city of Lincoln. Similarly, 
archives of the city of Peterborough have been micro-photo- 
graphed through the good offices of the Northamptonshire Record 
Society ; while at Leicester, the public Museum is engaged on a 
programme intended to cover all documents of earlier date than 
1500, and any later documents which were or are archives of any 
corporate body, institution, or religious organisation. Among 
County Councils, micro-photographic programmes have been 
undertaken by Bedfordshire and Essex; the Essex programme 
included 350 Tithe Apportionments and Maps transferred to the 
Council’s custody in 1942. In London, the Honourable Society 
of Lincoln’s Inn, and some of the City Companies are among the 
bodies which have photographed their more important Records. 

In conclusion it may be wise to stress, both the circumstances 
in which, and the purpose for which, most of these microfilming 
programmes have been carried out. The necessity for getting the 
work done quickly, and the inability of those responsible for 
accumulations of Records to compete with large commercial con- 
cerns for the services of professional photographic agencies, has 
meant that much of the work has been done by amateurs using 
what equipment they could procure. Film made in such cireum- 
stances may well fall below the standard one would otherwise 
demand. The student of the future will have to remember that, 
regarded as an insurance agent against the destruction of an 
original Record, even a bad film is better than no film at all. 

Indeed it is not possible at present to give any indication, even, 
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of the way in which the larger proportion of the microfilm made 
since the war will ultimately be made available to students. 
There was nothing in existence before the war which could be 
regarded as providing the nucleus of a microfilm Library of 
Record material. Not many even of our larger institutions pos- 
sessed so much as a microfilm reader. In such circumstances the 
whole question of accessibility must wait for its solution until 
after the war. The British Records Association—which has 
always been alive to the special possibilities and problems of 
micro-photography as applied to Records—provides, and no 
doubt will continue to provide, a point of contact between the 
various independent organisations responsible for microfilming 
programmes. It is possible that the mere logic of economy may 
dictate the establishment of some single central organisation for 
making microfilms of Record material available to the student 
public. But any more definite forecast would at present be 
almost certainly misleading.

SOME UNTRACED DYERS

Austin in his Genealogical Dictionary gives almost nothing 
about four of the sons—Samuel, Elisha, Henry and Barrett—of 
Samuel? (William') and Anne (Hutchinson) Dyer of Newport 
and Kingstown, R. I. From him we learn that they were all 
heirs of their mother, Ann Vernon, in 1717. (But her other 
three children were not. Why?) Of Samuel he tells us further 
that he was a carpenter of Boston, Mass., and that in 1687 he, 
then of Boston, sold land in Newport to Charles Dyer. Of 
Elisha he says that he was of Kingstown, and that in 1691 he 
and his brother Edward were complained of for breaking into 
the house of their step-father. Nothing of Henry and Barrett. 

For many years I have been searching for further data about

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them, especially their all-important wives, children and dates. 
Most of the records in this article are from original sources, and 
should therefore be correct; the conclusions drawn from them 
may be entirely wrong. I have been greatly helped by two 
manuscripts, both about this family. One is that of Eugene D. 
Preston, in the Library of the New England Historic Genealogi- 
eal Society at Boston, the other that of George T. Paine, in the 
Library of the Rhode Island Historical Society at Providence. 
Before going on to these four sons, it may be well to mention that 
Samuel? and Anne had a son William born at Boston Mar. 7, 
1663. Preston gives him as their first child. Paine does not 
mention him.

Samuel was bapt. July 12, 1691 at Old North Church (Second

The last three 
children’s births are recorded at Bristol, R. I. as children of 
Samuel and Mary Dyre.

Nothing has been found of the other children of Samuel. 
Preston gives the wives and children as given here, but with a 
question mark after the three recorded at Bristol. He gives 
Lydia’s marriage, but not her children. Paine gives the same 
wives, but gives only Lydia as a child of wife Lydia, Samuel and 
Mary as the Boston children of wife Mary, but he gives the three 
Bristol children without question, and it is he who gives the 
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birth and death dates for Samuel and Mary, saying that their 
stones were still standing at Newport. 

The great question, still unsolved, is whether the Samuel Dyer 
of these records, is our Samuel. In the case of our Samuel it is 
all possible, and no other Samuel Dyer has been found who will 
do; 1665 is a reasonable birthdate for ours, and no other Samuel 
Dyer has been found among all the New England Dyers old 
enough to have been the father of a child born 1689, and no 
other in Boston or vicinity at that time. We do know that the 
Samuel who deeded Newport land in 1687 was ours, because in 
the deed he mentions his mother Ann Vernon. Ours was there- 
fore living in Boston and of about the right age to marry in 1687. 
And that is all we really know about him, except that he was still 
living in 1717.

All the data regarding Elisha were taken from a letter from 
Stephen D. Lawton included with the Preston Notes. He had 
searched the North Kingstown records for Mr. Preston. He speaks 
first of the destruction of the records in the ‘‘Great Fire’’ about 
75 years before, and those that were saved are badly burned in 
places, which accounts for the ‘‘perhaps’’ in the dates he sent. 
The Greene children’s births are recorded there, but the dates 
were burned away. 

Paine says Elisha m. Mary Cowell. Nothing more given. One 
or two others have written this also. Did he marry her first; if 
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she married a Dyer was it surely Elisha; or is it a mistake? Here 
again there is no proof that this is our Elisha. But ours lived at 
Kings Town, according to Austin, he is the only Elisha found 
who could possibly have had a married daughter by 1744, and 
Edward Dyer, probably his brother, was chosen guardian and 
administrator. It seems fairly certain that he is ours. Of course 
he may have had other children, and another wife.

Another 
party consisting of William and Samuel Whiting and Joseph 
Bradford, sold a much smaller amount. Henry Dyer was the 
only one of them all who lived there himself. 

Apr. 5, 1723, Mary, wife of Henry Dyer, joined the Second 
Church of Lebanon (Columbia) by letter from the First Church 
of Bristol, from which she was dismissed with Mary Sullard 
May 24, 1722.

Henry first bought land in Lebanon in 1730 jointly with Noah

His will, dated Feb. 10, 1748/9, proved at Willimantic, June 7, 
1753, names wife Mary, son Henry, daus. Hannah Woodworth, 
and Sarah and Rhoda Dyer. Eleazer Wheelock was a witness. 
Son Henry was executor. May 5, 1753, widow Martha Dyer gave 
a receipt for her share. May 14, 1753, Abner Woodworth and 
Phineas Sprague gave receipts for their shares of the estate of 
their ‘‘honored father, Henry Dyer.’’ Rhoda had brother Henry 
appointed her guardian. Witnesses to these receipts were Elisha 
Dyer and Eleazer Hutchinson.

May 17, 1701, unmarried when her father made his 
will Mar. 27, 1740, though in 1760 she was the wife of Solomon 
Curtis. Could she have been the second wife Martha?) 


EvisHa* Dyer (? Henry*) d. Apr. 9, 1759, at Stafford, Conn. ;

Elisha and Mary were killed. Stafford Church records say he 
killed her and himself, but a Court Record suggests that both 
were killed by an outsider. Further investigation is indicated. 

Apr. 24, 1759 administration on Elisha’s estate was granted to 
Nathaniel Loomis (brother-in-law?) and to Timothy Phelps. 

Some Elisha Dver helped in settling the estate of Henry Jr. 
of Lebanon, but it seems certain that this Elisha did not himself 
live there. Looking for an Elisha not too far from Lebanon, this 
one of Stafford was found, and the fact that three of Mary 
(Dyer) Loomis’ children lived at Stafford, and her husband was 
administrator of Elisha’s estate, seems to link them together. It 
is only offered as a possibility for further research. 

And if Elisha was a younger son in this family, he may as a 
lad have gone back to Boston with his father in 1726, and so may 
have been the Elisha Dyer who m. at Boston, Dee. 11, 1734, 
Mary, dau. of Joseph Covett. Jan. 10, 1742, Elisha Dyer and 
wife Mary of Marlboro, Mass., convey land which was part of the 
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estate of their father, Mary being the only dau. of Joseph Covett 
of Boston. 

And now, is this Henry* of these records ours? No other has 
been found who so well fits them as to age, family names and 
family places. No other seems at all probable. And on the pos- 
itive side, two brothers of our Henry lived at Boston, besides 
many cousins, and probably the Samuel of Old North Church 
was our Henry’s brother. And Barrett Dyer, surely his brother, 
went with a cousin on the bond of this Henry of the records, 
bought his Connecticut land, and finally served as bondsman in 
settling his estate. And this Henry had a grandchild Barrett. 
Certainly there must have been some strong tie between the two, 
one that would be most natural between brothers.

Preston at first thought that it was Barrett, Jr., who married 
Elizabeth Bull, but he later discovered Barrett Jr.’s death record, 
and so corrected his note. Paine was in doubt as to which mar- 
ried her. Aside from that, both give Barrett’s record practically 
as given here. 

There is no question that this Barrett is ours, for his naming

FAMILY OF LAWRENCE AND MARY TURNER OF 
NEWPORT, R. I.

In y ustin’s Ge nealogical Dictionary of Rhode Tsland, p. 209, 
the account of the family of Lawrence (2) Turner (so-called) 
indicates that he had only one child, a daughter Phebe who mar- 
ried James Coggeshall. The wills of this Lawrence Turner and 
his wife Mary prove that they had no less than twelve children, 
three sons and nine daughters. 

His will was proved at Newport, R. I., 4 May 1719, recorded 
27 May 1719 in Newport Town Council Rees., Vol. 5, pp. 7, 8, 9. 
Parts of the will including the preamble and date’ are now 
illegible owing to age of the document. He names his ‘‘well- 
beloved Wife, Mary Turner,’’ executrix. Bequeaths legacies of 
10 pounds each to his nine daughters: Mary, wife of Job Peck- 
ham; Sarah, wife of George ———— (illegible) ; Susannah, wife 
of Joseph Bright—— (illegible); Elizabeth Turner; Hannah 
Turner; Anne Turner; Content Turner; Phebe Turner; Diana 
Turner. Legacies of 50 pounds each to ‘‘second son John Tur- 
ner’’ and ‘‘third son Joseph Turner.’’ Provides that if any of 
the nine daughters should die without issue before receipt of her 
legacy, the amount shall be equally divided among his surviving 
daughters. If either of his two sons, John and Joseph, die with- 
out issue prior to receipt of his legacy, the deceased son’s legacy 


1. While the date of the will is now illegible, a reliable abstract made about forty years 
ago shows the date as 2% June 1717. 
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shall go to the surviving son. ‘‘To Mary Turner my well- 
beloved Wife as a Gift my negro girl Kate.’’ Also to his wife 
all household goods, ‘‘Liveing stoes,’’ privilege of cutting wood, 
but not to destroy or sell any. If she should marry ‘‘before my 
son William Attains to the age of one and Twenty Years,’’ she 
is to forfeit all right to housing, lands and wood ‘‘unto my son 
William Turner.’’ In case she does not marry, she is to have the 
use of ‘‘the good fire room in my Dwelling house and my garden 


and fire wood,’’ the keeping of one cow, together ‘‘with Winter 
meat and Summer Meat Dureing the Tearm of her life.’’ ‘‘Unto 
my son William Turner all my Houseing and all my lands in the 
Township of Newport Afforsd he paying all ye Legaceys . ‘ 
The testator provides that when. William attains the age of 
twenty-two, he is to begin the payment of the legacies, paying 
») his sister Mary, then one each year thereafter, following 
rder in which the legatees are named in the will, ending with 
the payment to Joseph when he (William) is thirty-two years 
old. All bequests to be paid ‘‘in or be Equivolent to Money.’’ 
For compliance with all provisions for payment of legacies, ‘‘the 
said Houseing and Lands shall remain & Continue unto the said 
William Turner... his heirs and Assigns forever.’’ Wife Mary 
Turner to pay all debts and to receive all debts lawfully due, she 
also to have full authority to bind out the children for their 
education and learning trades. 

The will was signed by a mark. Witnesses: Wm. Barker, 
Joseph Barker Jr., and Wm. Sanford. 

Mary Turner of Middletown, Co. of Newport, Colony of R. I. 
and Providence Plantations, widow, ‘‘being ancient and under

Joseph Bennit and Edward Easton. Joseph Bennit appeared in 
Town Council in Middletown and testified he saw ‘‘ Mary Turner 
the above Testator Sign Seal and pronounce .. . the above to be 
her last will & Testament and that She Was then of her Perfect 
mind & memory and that he together with Edward Easton at the 
Same Time in her Presence signed as a Witness.’’

One of these two daughters m. ———— Lawton and 
was mother of the two Lawton grandchildren mentioned in Mary Turner’s 
will. The other apparently left no issue. Ann m, — Gibbs; not traced, 
Content m.

JOHN EARL OF NORTHAMPTON, MASS., AND 
SOUTHAMPTON, L. I.

The marriage of Nathaniel Hubbard (son of George! Hubbard) 
to ‘‘Mary Earle’’ on 29 May 168[-], followed by births of their 
children, was entered in Middletown, Conn., Land Records, vol- 
ume 1, page 26 (printed in THE AMERICAN GENEALOGIST, 12 :216 
The year was probably 1683, as the first child was born 9 March 
1683/4, over nine months thereafter. 

No Earl family lived in Middletown, nor early in Hartford 
County. The indexes of the first two volumes of Manwaring’s 
Digest do not show a single Earl reference in Hartford probate 
during all the period from 1635 to 1729. Hence we have to look 
for Mary Earl] at a distance. I pick as her father John Earl of 
Northampton, Mass., whose wife was born at Hartford, and whose 
family, as we shall see, was split up after the assault of the 
Indians on Northampton during King Philip’s War. If Mary 
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lived with friends or relatives in Northampton, there was a great 
deal of traffic up and down the Connecticut River, on which both 
Middletown and Northampton are located. It is possible, how- 
ever, that she had been apprenticed to or adopted by someone 
living in Middletown. 

Savage (Genealogical Dictionary) states that John Earl of 
Northampton came to Boston in 1656 in the Speedwell from Lon- 
don; married at Northampton, 24 March 1663, Mary, daughter 
of the first John Webb of that town; had children, Noah, John, 
and three daughters, of whom, Mary killed by the Indians 14 
March 1676 was, perhaps, one. He also states that John Earl 
removed to an unknown place. John Webb had lived previously 
at Hartford, and both he and his first wife Ann died before the 
outbreak of King Philip’s War. 

Judd’s History of Hadley (1905), page 155, quotes a letter 
written by Thomas Savage to the Governor of Massachusetts, 
16 March 1675/6, two days after the Indian attack. He says 
that the Indians on the 14th fiercely attacked Northampton, 
burned five houses and five barns, ‘‘ killed 4 men and one woman’”’ 
and wounded others. Those killed were two soldiers, and Robert 
Bartlett, Thomas Holton, and Mary Earle of Northampton. 

Now since John Earl was married 24 March 1663, I submit that 
if the first child was a daughter Mary, born at the beginning of 
1664, she could not have been more than twelve years old at most 
in Mareh 1676, and Savage would hardly have referred to her as 
a ‘‘woman,’’ but rather as a girl or a child. Hence I conclude 
that it was Mary the wife who was slain by the Indians. The 
fact that Earl’s home was broken up and that he left Northamp- 
ton soon after, bears this out. Furthermore, | have found that 
he settled in Southampton, Long Island, and married there in 
November, 1678, which was two years and a half after the killing 
of Mary Earl at Northampton. This confirms the conclusion 
that it was the wife, not the daughter, who was killed. 

John Earl married Nov. 1678 Mary Raynor (Southampton 
Town Ree. 2:242). Only two of their children seem to have 
been recorded: Mindwell, b. 16 Aug. 1683 (2:248); and David, 


b. 11 Jan. 1684/5 (2:249). John Earle and Mary his wife 
released claim to the estate of Joseph Raynor, April, 1683 
(5:209). The Town granted him the land he lives on, in 1694 
(2:132). 


Probably Earl lost so heavily in King Philip’s War that he 
came to Southampton with little, and although his second wife’s 
family, the Raynors, were people of standing and property, there 
is no evidence that Earl owned much in Southampton. In fact, 
his family in the 1698 Census of Southampton appears to have 
been split up while he was still living. The Census shows John 
Earl, Mary Earl (wife), and David Earl together. Sarah Earl 
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was listed under a Bower family ; Mindwell Ear! was listed under 
the family of Mr. Edward Howell; Huldah Earl was apparently 
listed with Daniel Halsey’s family; and Hannah Earl was appar- 
ently listed with Isaac Halsey’s family. 

Later on, the family was even more split up. Sarah Earl mar- 
ried 21 Dee. 1709 Theophilus Heaton (New Haven Vital Rec.). 
They lived in the North Parish, now North Haven, Conn., and 
Heaton’s will made provision for his wife’s sister, Mindwell Earl. 
Mindwell Earl, ‘‘very aged,’’ died 4 February 1764 (North 
Haven Cong. Church Ree.). Huldah Earl married 1 March 1711 
John Brockett (Wallingford, Conn., Rec.). Hence at least two 
of John Earl’s daughters by his second wife married in Connec- 
ticut, while the unmarried daughter Mindwell lived and died 
here. 

The foregoing account of the family fits well the conclusion 
that Mary, daughter of John and Mary (Webb) Earl, married a 
Middletown man. The inscription on the gravestone of Mary 
wife of Nathaniel Hubbard states that she died 6 April 1732 in 
her 69th year. Since John Earl and Mary Webb married 24 
March 1663, they could have had a daughter Mary born ten 
months later, January, 1664; she would complete her 69th year 
or become ‘‘69 years old’’ in January, 1733, and would have been 
‘*68 years old’’ or in her 69th year, as stated by the inscription, 
in April, 1732. Thus the age can be fitted perfectly into this set 
of facts.

' THE LINE OF JOHN CONCKLYNE OF SOUTHOLD 
AND HUNTINGTON

17. Tomas’? ConkKuin (Timothy*, John') was born at Hunt- 
ington, L. I., 10 Mar. 1674/75. Like his younger brother, Jacob, 
he followed the sea as a young man. He evidently made a name 
for himself, for on 13 July 1698, Fitz-John Winthrop, Governor 
of Connecticut, wrote to the Earl of Bellomont, Governor of New 
York and Massachusetts as follows: ‘‘My Lord, upon ye advice 
your Lordship gave me of one Josiah Rayner, a pirate, being in 
this collony (whom I never heard of before) I imeditly granted 
a writ to ye high sheriff for ye seazing and aprehending of him 
since weh I am informed that before ye Lordships letter came to 
my hands he ye sd Rayner with one Tho Conclin (reported to be 
a pirate allsoe) who came from Long Island, from whence ye sd 
Rayner lately removed into this colony did go through some of ye 
upper towns in this collony pretending to be bound for Boston: 
the weh as soone as I had noticed I imediately sent away a post 
to ye Honorable Lt. Govr Stoughton giving him all ye informa- 
tion I could about it,’’ ete.* Despite the harsh name used, it 
should be understood that the strict and unjust navigation laws 
recently put through by England had turned the more adventur- 
ous of the seafaring men of Long Island and other maritime sec- 
tions into smugglers, while virtually all the important merchants 
were acting as receivers of smuggled goods, and even financing 
the activities of many of the more trustworthy mariners. It was 
only a year later in the summer of 1699 that Kidd returned to 
Long Island and Boston and the big blowoff came. Pirate or not, 
the reputation of Thomas Conklin does not seem to have suffered 
greatly, for on 25 Oct. 1701, he took out a license to marry 
DreBorRAH SmitH, the daughter of Jonathan Smith and Sarah 
Brewster, and the granddaughter of Richard Smith, Patentee of 
Smithtown, and of the Rev. Nathaniel Brewster. 

On 17 Feb. 1704, Thomas Conklin and wife Deborah deeded 
Huntington lands to Timothy Conklin Jr. Thereafter they lived 
in Smithtown. On 22 Sept. 1726, Thomas Conklin entered his 
earmark in Brookhaven. (Both Smithtown and Southold men 
frequently entered in that township.) ‘‘Thomas Conklin of 


* East Hampton town records (printed) tell us that Josiah Raynor went pirating with 
Captain Tew. When he came home to Suffolk County, the sheriff seized his chest. He 
got himself clear by a gift of fifty pounds to Governor Fletcher. It is within the realm 
of possibility that Thomas Conklin was a shipmate as well as a hiking companion of 
Raynor. 
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Smithtown’’ appears on Henry Lloyd’s account books from 
2 Nov. 1711 to 9 Sept. 1717. At one time his account of 10 
pounds was paid by several months’ work by Conklin’s negro, 
Taunton. John Wickes figured in Conklin’s deals with Lloyd. 
On 3 Feb. 1729/30, Thomas Conklin of Smithtown bought of 
James Fanning of Southold 120 acres in Smithtown on ‘‘ west 
side of the river lying south southward from Long Cove.”’ 
Conklin did not sign the Queens Village Disclaimer in 1731, an 
indication that he had disposed of all his Huntington property 
and was no longer a proprietor. The account books of Gerret 
Van Horne of Huntington show that Thomas Conklin Sr., ran an 
account at his store. On 18 July 1734, cash loaned to and rum 
‘‘hought by your daughter’’ were charged to him. On 12 Sept. 
1734, Van Horne, on page 117 of his ledger, entered the balance 
of ‘‘the widow of Thomas Conklin Sr.,’’ earrying Conklin’s bal- 
ance of 2:2:2 to that page. On 17 Feb. 1735/36, the widow’s 
balance was carried to the account of Charles Davis and entered 
there ‘‘to your wife’s account, page 117.’’ Evidently Thomas 
Conklin died between 18 July and 12 Sept. 1734, and his widow 
was married to Charles Davis by 17 Feb. 1735/36. 

A Smithtown layout dated 30 Mar. 1736 mentions lands on the 
rights of Jonathan Smith Sr., deceased, 100 acres, and house of 
Thomas Conklin, deceased, which ‘‘said tract was formerly 
granted by the said Jonathan Smith, deceased, to the said 
Thomas Conkling, deceased and to his daughter Deborah Conk- 
ling deceased.’’ Other layouts dated 28 May, 18 June and 23 
June 1736 mention ‘‘heirs of Thomas Conklin, deceased,’’ and 
show that his holdings lay on the west side of Smithtown River 
near Bread and Cheese Hollow and southward from Long Cove 
and Sunken Meadow. They abutted on the holdings of Charles 
Davis, Edmund Smith, Zephaniah Platt and Timothy Tredwell. 
The layout of 30 Mar. 1736 refers to Deborah (Smith) Conklin 
as deceased. As Garrett Van Horne transferred the account of 
Thomas Conklin’s widow to that of her new husband Charles 
Davis on 17 Feb. 1736, she obviously was a second wife of Conk- 
lin’s. Was she Sylvesta Blydenburgh, a niece of his first wife? 
There are strong indications that she was. Tradition and garbled 
genealogical data indicate, first, that Sylvesta married a Conklin, 
and second, that Thomas Conklin married ‘‘Sylvester Blyden, a 
Dutch woman.’’ There are these facts of record: Augustine 
Blydenburgh, well to do New York Hollander, and his wife 
Sylvesta are shown by their wills to have had children Joseph, 
William, Benjamin, Samuel and Mary, wife of Harmon King. 
Joseph Blydenburgh on 8 July 1692 married Mary Smith (N. Y. 
License), daughter of Jonathan Smith, and the oldest sister of 
Deborah Smith who in 1701 married Thomas Conklin. Joseph 
Blydenburgh removed to Smithtown before 1700. He married 
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second, 19 May 1699 (N. Y. License), Catherine DeHart. It is 
known that he had a daughter Sylvesta by his first wife. She 
was several years older than Thomas* Conklin, son of Thomas*® 
Conklin and Deborah Smith, but probably not over 20 years 
younger than Thomas*. Her only brother, Richard Blydenburgh, 
was born in 1694.

18. Jacop®? Conkuin (Timothy*, John’), was born at Hunt- 
ington, L. 1., 15 Mar. 1676/77, became the richest of the Hunting- 
ton Conklins of his day. His early manhood is not shrouded in 
mystery; all authorities agree that he was a pirate and sailed 
with Capt. William Kidd. They disagree only on the cireum- 
stances under which he sailed. 

About 1850, some member of his family made a genealogical 
illumination in which no attempt was made to cover up the fact 
that Jacob Conklin sailed with Kidd, but only to disassociate him 
from other Huntington Conklins. This interesting example of 
Victorian snobbery begins: ‘‘ Jacob Conklin, the common ancestor 
of several Long Island families, was born in Wiltshire, England, 
1675. About 1696, he was taken from a merchant vessel, upon 
the high seas, by the notorious Kidd, and foreed to serve on 
board his piratical craft. Coming soon after into the Sound 
Conklin and others being sent on shore near Huntington, to 
procure water, he made his escape, and finally took up his resi- 
dence in that part of the town, since called Half Way Hollow 
Hills, a place of considerable fertility, and abounding with fine 
springs of water. Here some of his posterity have continued 
ever since.’’ 

Munsell’s History of Suffolk County (1882) in its article on 
the town of Babylon states: ‘‘The oldest house in the town, per- 
haps in the county, is situated near the Huntington line. It was 
built by Capt. Jacob Conklin who was impressed on board of 
Capt. Kidd’s ship and served under him on one of his voyages. 
On Kidd’s return from his last voyage and while his vessel, the 
San Antonio, lay in Cold Spring Harbor, Conklin with others, 
having been sent on shore for water, hid themselves and did not 


return to the ship... They were for some time secreted among 
the Indians. Conklin purchased a large tract of land from the 
natives ... The hcuse was probably erected about 1710... Capt. 


Jacob Conklin was born in Wiltshire, England, probably in 1675 
and died in his residence in this town in 1754.”’ 
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This same authority in its article on the town of Huntington 
states: ‘‘ About 1710 an influential person named Jacob Conklin 
looms up in the town’s history as a great land owner and an 
influential citizen. Many traditional stories have come down 
concerning him but it is difficult at this time to separate fact from 
fiction. The town records furnish proof that he was the son of 
Timothy Conklin, who was a son of John Conklin, the ancestor of 
all the Conklins on Long Island; but some of his descendants on 
the south side of the island have denied the relationship and make 
him their first ancestor in America... one thing is certain, he 
was the possessor of large sums of money, a very rare thing for 
the period, and he made large purchases of land in the town, 
principally at Half Hollow Hills, where he resided. He bought 
a large tract from the town for which he paid cash, and the 
money was divided among the owners of the hundreds; very 
many purchases were also made by him from private persons, all 
about the same time.’’ 

A footnote on page 317, volume 1, Huntington Town Records 
states: ‘‘How he (Jacob Conklin) acquired the large sums of 
money which he disbursed during this period in the purchase of 
lands was a mystery never fully solved.’’ 

Huntington-Babylon Town History, published by the Hunting- 
ton Historical Society, in an interesting discussion of Jacob 
Conklin, his family and his plantation, includes this general 
statement: ‘‘These early Conklins were unusually prosperous, 
owning lands both north and south in the town, as well as vessels 
whose trade enriched their masters and share holders.’’ Two 
significant facts may be pointed out: Mr. Henry Lloyd of the 
Manor of Queens Village apparently had no truck with Jacob 
Conklin as the latter’s name does not appear in the Lloyd Papers 
or in Mr. Lloyd’s account books except as a signer of the Queens 
Village Disclaimer. Jacob Conklin is not referred to as ‘‘Cap 
tain’’ in the town reeords until 1730, an indication that his title 
was military. In fairness, it should be understood that his real 
estate transactions were spread over more than thirty years. He 
may have put himself on the road to prosperity when he sailed 
with Kidd, but his fortune was built up over a period of many 
years. 

Jacob Conklin was about 20 years old when Kidd sailed from 
New York in 1696. Kidd left Madagascar on his return voyage 
in September 1698. He reached Long Island waters, after his 
long adventure, in the spring of 1699 and was in Boston in July 
of that year. It, perhaps, was lucky for Conklin that he got off 
the ship when he did. We all know what happened to Kidd at 
Boston. Whatever cash Conklin got out of the long voyage he 
evidently carried ashore, for on 24 Aug. 1699, Capt. Peter Breton 
sold him his home and eight acres in Huntington. On 16 Dee. 
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1699, David Chichester deeded him land and on 12 Jan. 
1699/1700, his cousins Jeremiah and Rebecca Hubbard sold him 
10 acres in West Neck. Meanwhile, on 4 Dec. 1699, Timothy 
Conklin deeded to ‘‘ Jacob Conklin son of Timothy Conklin’’ an 
equal one-third part of ‘‘all my right of uplands upon the West 
Neck at South on the south side of this island, lately purchased 
of the Indians,’’ along with one-half of a 100-pound right of 


meadow and commonage. These purchases formed the base for 


the acquisition of land holdings that reached manorial standards 
in the next fifteen years, and continued thereafter to grow. It is 
ybvious that Jacob Conklin’s activities on tf) e ! not end 
with t Kidd adventure, but there is no indicat that they 
were in any way reprehensib] 

Jacob Conklin made one Indian purchase 22 May 1702 when 
he bought ‘‘Halfe Neck South’’ for 35 pounds His pul ‘hases 


reached a high point in 1713 when his acquisitions in the southern 
part of the town brought a distribution of 


ash among 150 holders 
of commonage rights. 

He married on 14 May 1701, Hannan Puart, born 23 Aug. 
1679, daughter of Epenetus Platt and Phoebe Wood. She was 
his only wife. He does not appear among those who subscribed 
to the fund to build a new meeting house in 1711, but in the 1715 
controversy as to where the meeting house should be placed, he, 
as a west ender, voted against putting it in the east end of town. 
Nevertheless, a few weeks later, he was one of a committee of 
four named to adjust the differences of the factions. On 16 May 
1722, he drew lands in the Neguntetague division and on 8 Jan. 
1724/25, Peter Fauconnier of New York and Benjamin Ashe of 
Orange County sold him land in Half Hollow Hills. In 1731, he 
signed the Queens Village Disclaimer. 

Jacob Conklin served as a trustee of Huntington from 1724 to 
1730, was supervisor in 1728 and 1730. The books of Gerrett 
Van Horne show that an open account of nearly 14 pounds was 
entered in 1734. ‘‘His son Platt’’ is credited with a payment on 
the account on 27 November that year. 

Captain Jacob Conklin died 8 Dee. 1754 in his 79th year, 
according to his gravestone in the family cemetery. His wife, 
Mrs. Hannah Conklin, died 14 June 1741 in her 65th year. His 
will, signed 15 Dee. 1752, proved 26 Jan. 1755, is a lengthy docu- 
ment giving definite land bequests to his four sons, Epenetus, 
Platt, Jesse and Israel. Platt, a bachelor at that date, received 
the family home and other lands. Daughters Phebe, wife of 
Jacob Smith, and Hannah, wife of Solomon Smith of Smithtown, 
received 100 and 200 pounds respectively. Granddaughter Phebe 
Smith, eldest daughter of Soloman Smith, received 100 pounds, 
as did each of the four sons. Sons Epenetus and Platt Conklin, 
executors. A tax list of 1764 that gives the holdings of his four 
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sons indicates that before the distribution of his estate, Jacob 
Conklin was probably the richest man in Huntington. 

His home stood at the foot of the eastern slope of Half Hollow 
Hills at a spot long known as Colonial Springs, a mile or more 
from Wyandanch. The house was destroyed by fire many years 
ago and today there is little in the desolation that surrounds its 
site to indicate that once it ranked as a manor, the center of social 
and agricultural activity. Except for a few large trees and cellar 
ruins here and there, there is little trace of the beauty that, 
tradition has it, once existed. Only if one climbs the steep hill 


at the rear of what was once the lawn and visits the family 
graveyard on the summit where Conklins and their relatives were 
buried for more than 100 years may one sense the active past of 
this now overgrown spot.

23. Jacos® ConKkuin (Jacob?, John'), born about 1668 at 
Southold, L. I., as an eldest son inherited his father’s Hashamo- 
mack home and the larger share of his father’s holdings. He 
appears first at Hartford, Conn., 9 Sept. 1693, when Jacob Conk- 
ling, aged 25, James Blyn, 30, Jonathan Hall, 17, and Mary 
Edwards, ‘‘age about 17’’ (she later married Joseph Conklin, 
No. 24), declared that ‘‘about 14 days past we being all on board 
the sloop Adventure together near the town of Haddam, Daniel 
Brown, lately deceased, being on board the same vessel,’’ Brown 
made his nuncupative will. Jacob Conkling signed the affidavit 
and the others swore to it in court at Hartford. Apparently 
Jacob Conklin was unmarried and a member of his father’s 
household when the 1698 census of Southold was taken. 

On 22 March 1711/12, he gave a quitclaim deed to his brother 
Joseph Conklin covering the lots at Oyster Ponds and the other 
lands that their father bequeathed to Joseph in his will. On 29 
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January 1712/13, he, his brother Samuel (No. 26) and their 
cousins once removed, John and Joseph Conkling (Nos. 30 and 
37) participated in the ‘‘last two dividends of Hashamomack 
lands.’’ He was married sometime after 1698 and before 14 
Mareh 1714/15, for on the later date, he and his wife Abigail 
Conkling deeded to Walter Browne 12 acres of Hashamomack 
land, price 25 pounds. 

Three death entries in the Salmon Records bear on the date of 
Jacob Conklin’s death: 


**2 Aug. 1715 Jacob Concklynes child”’ 
**90 Aug. 1715 Jacob Conklyne”’ 
**19 Oct. 1716 Jacob Conklyne’”’ 


There is cumulative evidence indicating that 20 August 1715 was 
the actual date of Jacob Conklin’s death and that 19 October 
1716 was the day on which his brother Joseph Conklin (No. 24) 
died. 

Neither Jacob nor Joseph Conklin appears in the records after 
1716. On 14 October 1715, Joseph Conklin entered the quitclaim 
deed that Jacob Conklin had given him on 22 Mareh 1711/12. 
That places Jacob Conklin as the man who died 20 August 1715. 
On 13 May 1716, Walter Brown entered the deed signed by Jacob 
and Abigail Conklin on 14 Mareh 1714/15. ‘‘The widow Abigail 
Conklin married David Howell ———— 1717,’’ according to 
Salmon’s record. She died 7 April 1725/26—‘‘David Howell’s 
wife Abigail died 7 April 1725/26,’’ aecording to Salmon. 

The Thomas Conklin assigned tentatively as son of Jacob and 
Abigail Conklin was of Saybrook, Conn., in 1729 and later of 
Killingworth. The daughter Abigail was of Saybrook when mar- 
ried. If I am correct in assigning these children, their mother 
Abigail may have been from Saybrook. Efforts to place her have 
borne no fruit.

24. JoserH® ConKLIN (Jacob*, John!) was born about 1670 
at Hashamomack, Southold, L. I., and was known as Junior until 
1698 when his cousin, Joseph Conklin (No. 9) died. For many 
years he was a sea captain running between Boston and New 
York and serving the Sound towns. The Boston News Letter in 
1706 mentioned him several times as captain of the sloop Tryal 
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running to New York. On 9 February 1703, Lieut. Thomas 
Sanders of the Jersey, a King’s man-’o-war, stated in a letter to 
the New York City Council that Joseph Conklin of Southold had 
helped impressed sailors to desert. An order for Conklin’s arrest 
was issued and on 13 April 1703 his name appears among pris- 
oners taken, ordered to New York gaol and admitted to trial. He 
and one William Bradley were discharged on 17 April 1703. 

Joseph Conklin under the terms of his father’s will inherited 
important lands at Oyster Ponds (Orient), Southold. He mar- 
ried Mary Epwarps by 1697, for their oldest son, Joseph, is 
named in the Southold census of 1698, although the mother’s 
name is omitted. As Mary Edwards, aged 19, she was a witness 
to the nuncupative will of Daniel Brown on the sloop Adventure 
off Haddam, Conn., in August 1693. She was born at Wethers- 
field, Conn., 25 May 1674, daughter of Joseph* and Sarah 
Edwards. 

Joseph and Mary Conklin witnessed a Southold deed, 9 June 
1705. What appears to be the last identifiable record of Joseph 
Conklin is found in a ledger of Henry Lloyd of the Manor of 
Queens Village who on 5 May 1716 entered an item that he had 
purchased 61 sheep and 61 lambs from ‘‘ David Corey’s Concklin 
from Southold.’’ (Corey, sheriff of Suffolk County, successful 
merchant and leading man of Southold, married as a first wife 
Mary Brush, great-granddaughter of John! Conklin, and a first 
cousin once removed of Joseph Conklin.) On 7 May 1716, Lloyd 
made a payment for the sheep and on 5 September 1716, he 
entered ‘‘their receipt in full for the sheep, 25:18 :6.”’ 

We are dependent for early Southold death dates on the 
Salmon Record. Salmon did not enter the death of Joseph 
Conklin. He did enter the deaths of two Jacob Conklins. The 
first, 20 August 1715, the second, 19 October 1716. The earlier 
date evidently was that of the death of Jacob Conklin, the 
brother of Joseph. I believe the second date marks Joseph 
Conklin’s death. I have examined the entry in the original 
record most carefully and unquestionably the name is written 
‘*Jacob.’’ To support the theory that Salmon slipped in writing 
**Jacob’’ rather than ‘‘Joseph,’’ we find this entry in the Diary 
of Joshua Hempstead of New London: ‘‘21 Apr. 1718, I came 


* Joseph? Edwards died at Wethersfield, 10 December 1681. Administration granted to 
his widow, Sarah Edwards, 2 March 1681/82. Children named at that time, Sarah, ten 
years; Mary, seven; Hannah, five; John, two; Dorothy, four months. By 18 June 1696, 
Joseph? Edwards’ estate had been augmented by that of his brother, Corporal John* 
Edwards of Wethersfield, who when mortally wounded in December 1675 (King Philip’s 
War) made a nuncupative will leaving a life interest im his estate to his mother, which 
on her death, was to go to his brother Joseph*®.

4:19:00 or 3s. 6p. per week.’’ Since Joseph Conklin completely 
disappears at this time and there is no other known widow Mary 
Conklin, the probability is that Salmon slipped. That Joseph 
Conklin did not remove from Southold is shown by another 
Salmon entry: ‘‘The widow Mary Conklin relict of Joseph died 
in Aug. 1752.’’ It seems ridiculous to assume that Salmon should 
not have corrected such an error, for he was closely connected 
with the Conklins, and yet the circumstances are as stated.

26. ConKuin (Jacob?, John'), born about 1676 at 
Hashamomack, Southold, L. L., lived and died on the Hashamo- 
mack land he inherited from his father. On 20 —— 1712, he 
married SUSANNA WASHBURN, step-daughter of Col. Isaac Arnold 
of Southold. She was the daughter of John Washburn of Flush- 
ing, L. I., and Sarah, daughter of Richard Cornell of Rockaway, 
Queens County, L. |. The will of John Washburne of Flushing 
‘‘now living in Parish of St. Botolph, London,’’ signed 23 Feb. 
1687, probated 19 June 1688, mentions wife Sarah, son John, 
under age, two daughters, Susannah and Mary, under age and 
unmarried, father-in-law Richard Cornell. George Heathcote, 
mariner, is named agent and overseer of will. By 7 Nov. 1693, 
Sarah, the widow, had married Col. Isaae Arnold of Southold as 
is shown by the will of her father, Richard Cornell, signed that 
day. The Southold census of 1698 shows Susanna and John 
Washburne as members of the household of Isaac Arnold and his 
wife Sarah. Col. Arnold, a cousin of the Sylvesters of Shelter 
Island, was one of Long Island’s most important men. 


* Hempstead’s wife died in August 1716 when Mary was a week old. In November that 
year he took Mary to Southold. It is likely that her Aunt Salmon put her in the care 
of the widow Mary Conklin who had small children of her own 

* Mary Conklin (No. 76) may have been a daughter of Joseph Conklin (John?, 1), in 
which case Jonathan Cory’s second wife would have been the widow of his brother-in-law. 
Hannah (No. 77) and Rachel (No. 79) may have been daughters of Samuel Conklin 
(No. 26). Hempstead, who was connected by marriage with the Samuel Conklins, visited 
both Moore families. It should not be overlooked, however, that Hempstead’s daughter 
had lived with the widow Mary Conklin and he would have known her daughters who 
later married Moores. Again, Hannah (No. 77) may have been Hannah, the daughter of 
Gideon (Jacob?, John’) but this is unlikely. 
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Samuel Conklin on 22 Mar. 1711/12 witnessed a quitclaim deed 
given by his brother Jacob to his brother Joseph Conklin. He 
was one of the four adjusters named on 29 Sept. 1712 to divide 
the entailed estate of Capt. John Conklin between John Conklin 
( No. 30) and Joseph Conklin (No. 37). In 1715, he served in 
Capt. Joseph Booth’s Third Company of Southold militia. By 
his father’s will, he shared equally with his older brother Jacob 
in his father’s Hashamomack property... The ‘‘last two dividends 
of Hashamomack lands’’ were distributed 29 Jan. 1712/13. The 
participants were Jacob Conkelyne, Samuel Conkelyne, Provi- 
dence Rider, John Conkelyne, David Corey and Joseph Con- 
kelyne. The first two Conkelynes were the two oldest sons of 
Jacob*. The last two were the grandsons of Capt. John?. The 
distribution shows that Samuel Conkelyne was the most import- 
ant proprietor. On 21 Feb. 1721 an important purchase of St. 
Georges Manor (Brookhaven) lands was made by Southold men. 
Among these was Samuel Conklin. In a Hashamomack distribu- 
tion dated 21 June 1736, Samuel Conklin and David Corey were 
the largest beneficiaries. 

On 14 Sept. 1754, Samuel Conklin of Hashamomack quit- 
claimed to his son Joseph Conklin several parcels of land, prob- 
ably representing all that remained in his possession. This deed 
which is reported on page 262, Volume 2 of the Southold town 
records, is of great genealogical importance. It shows for 
example that his lands were bounded at that date by those 
of three John Conklins, ‘‘John Conklin,’’ ‘‘John Conklin, 
deceased,’’ and ‘‘ John Conklin Jr.’’ The transfer also included 
‘‘one half of all my undivided lands in Hashamomack commons’’ 
and ‘‘one half of all my undivided lands purchased of Colonel 
and Major Smith Called the Mannor Lands.’’ 

On 26 Nov. 1759, Samuel Conklin of Hashamomack, for 455 
pounds paid by his’ son Joseph Conklin ‘‘unto my eldest son 
Samuel Conkling,’’ quitclaimed to Joseph all his rights in the 
Manor of St. Georges land ‘‘which I have already disposed of to 
my son Joseph Conkling but which hath been in the possession of 
my eldest son Samuel Conkling and by him sold to the above 
Joseph Conkling.”’ 

The diary of Joshua Hempstead of New London under date 
14 Mar. 1730/31 states that ‘‘Samuel Conklin is here.’’ William 
Salmon on 27 Apr. 1730 entered in his notes that Killis, a negro 
of Samuel Conklin’s, had died. Shortly after his son-in-law 
Joshua Salmon took charge of the Salmon record, he entered the 
fact that ‘‘Father Samuel Conklin’’ died 9 Feb. 1769 aged 93. 
Mrs. Susannah Conklin the wife of Mr. Samuel Conklin died 
8 Oct. 1753, aged 73, according to her gravestone at 
Hashamomack.

NOTES 


BROWN. Elizabeth wife of William Brown who died at 
Rehoboth April 27, 1725, in 27th year, was the first wife of 
William® Brown (James*, John') of the ‘‘John Brown, Gentle- 
man’’ family and not connected with William* Brown (Wil- 
liam*, Cornelius”, Nicholas') whose wife was Ruth Walker. [See 
ante, vol. 22, p. 154; and The Mayflower Descendant, vol. 20, p. 
178.|—Mrs. Burnham R. Creer, Glendale, California. 

BREWSTER-GOULD. There has been much discussion of 
the question whether Ebenezer Brewster Gould was son of Rev. 
Ebenezer Gould by his first wife Amy Brewster who died at 
Greenwich, N. J., 16 July 1739. He thereafter had a second wife, 
Phebe, and was minister at Middlefield in Middletown, Conn., 
and finally settled in Granville, Mass. (See ante, vol. 13, p. 160; 
vol. 14, pp. 106-109.) 

For the following items, we are indebted to Mrs. E. B. Kresge 
of Royal Oak, Mich. She has examined the gravestone of Eben- 
ezer B. Gould in the Delta Cemetery near Rome, N. Y. It 
reads: ‘‘ Ebenezer B. Gould / Died / April 10, 1814 / aged 64 
years & /4mo.’’ This places his birth as about December, 1749, 
and Amy Brewster was therefore not his mother. 

Undoubtedly, Rev. Ebenezer Gould had a daughter by his first 
wife, Amy Brewster, named Philathea, who married 4 Aug. 1751 
Matthias Leaming. They were married by Mr. Jeremiah Leam- 
ing, Minister of Trinity Church in Newport, R. I., recorded in 
Middletown, Conn. They had children recorded in Middletown: 
Judah, b. 4 Mar. 1753; Ann, b. 12 Feb. 1755; David, b. 1 May 
1757; Abigail, b. 9 June 1759; Jeremiah, b. 23 Dec. 1761; Ama 
Brewster, b. 20 Nov. 1763; and Philathea, b. 27 Nov. 1769. 
Matthias Leaming purchased two pieces of land from Rev. Eben- 
ezer Gould in Middletown, 2 May 1759. Philathea is a Greek 
name, meaning ‘‘love of God,’’ such as a minister would be most 
likely to give a daughter. Philathea (Gould) Leaming died at 
Bristol, Conn., 2 Dec. 1799 in the 65th year of her age [N. Y. 
Gen. and Biog. Record, 24: 148], which places her birth about 
1735, four years before Amy (Brewster) Gould died.

The Boston Records give the death of John’! Shaw as 23 July 
1689. 

John? Shaw married Sarah, daughter of Peter’ and Priscilla 
Brackett, by whom he had, according to the Boston Records: 

Elizabeth, b. 9 Aug. 1672 
John, b. 28 Jan. 1674/5 
Nathaniel, b. 15 May 1677 


The Twing Catalogue, at the Massachusetts Historical Society, 
gives the death of John? Shaw as 8 March 1677/8. 

A power of attorney was given 26 Oct. 1649 to Capt. Robert 
Harding to collect legacies from the estate of Walter Keene 
late of Checkenden Parish, Oxon., due to Matthew Keene, Josias 
Keene, John Shaw, husband of Martha, a daughter of Matthew 
Keene, and Nathaniel Hunne, husband of Sarah, daughter of 
Matthew Keene. [Aspinwall Notarial Records, p. 249, published 
by the Boston Record Commission. ] 

John Shaw gave a deed dated 15 July 1687, confirming the 
gift to his son John on the contract of marriage with Sarah 
Brackett, daughter of Peter, to the widow (also widow of John 
Benjamen) and her two sons, John and Nathaniel. [Suffolk 
Registry of Deeds, 15: 112.] 

John Shaw, cordwainer, of Ipswich, conveyed 20 March 1704/5 
to George Giddings, his share of land from his grandfather, sub- 
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ject to the use by his mother, Sarah Shaw alias Benjamen, alias 
Jimmerson. [Jbid., 22: 369.] 

Nathanial Shaw, feltmonger, of Fairfield, Conn., conveyed 20 
Feb. 1710/11 to Robert Siliman of Fairfield, his half interest in 
land from his grandfather.
